failed to enforce state liquor con- 
trol and oe laws and 
“failed to pursue arrest” 
former Deputy Sheatft’ Nicholas 
Burke, after Burke shot Chief 
Deputy William Smith, 

“By reason of.the foregoing,” 
Welborn said, “the’*Commissioner 
should recommend that Mosley 
be ousted from his office as 
sheriff of St. Louls county.” 


Sheriff's Intention. 


Hyman G. Stein, attorney for 
Mosley, declared that the Attor- 
ney General “has wholly failed 
to establish even a prima facie 
case” against the sheriff. 

“We further submit that the 
record overwhe estab- 
lishes that Mosley has performed 
the duties of his office ably, 
properly and with honor, integ- 
rity, vigor and efficiency,” Stein 
asserted. 

Opening the defense, attor- 
ney Walter Wehrle said John 
M. Dalton, Missouri Attorney 
General, was sent to St. Louis 
county by Gov. Phil M. Donnel- 
ly because of a call from Prose- 
cuting Attorney Stanley Wal- 
Jach for help in the Burke 
shooting inquiry. 

“There wasn’t anything wun- 
usual in the Burke case,” 
Wehrle said. He remarked he 
didn't see why Wallach couldn't 
have handled the investigation 
“like any other prosecuting at- 
torney — handle it.”

tive action by. the board was in- 
dicated: Quoting his letter, the 
report said further that the 
Fourth Ward Democrat had 
placed his qualifications in 
issue and that his action in do- 
ing so was a waiver for formal 
requirement of notice. 

Suspended Without Pay. 


The report recommending his 
suspension without pay until 
final disposition of the charges, 
was accepted by the board and 
on a motion to order the actual 
suspension the vote was 24 to 0.

TEHRAN, Aug. 5 (AP)—Iran 
and representatives of eight big 
western oil oreo today an- 

nounced agreement which 
will put brantan oll back on the 
world market for the first time 
in nearly three years. 
The agreement Will run for 
25 years, with provision for 
three 5-year extensions. Under 
it the eight compafiies as a con- 
um will operate the vast 
Abadan refinery and the sur- 
rounding oil fields. They will 
buy the oil output from Iran and 
will sell the uction abroad: 
Iran will re title to the fields 
and the refining facilities. (A 
consortium is defined as an inter- 
national agreement for the con- 
trol of a-particulary industry in 
two or mhore countries.) 

Five U.S. Companies. 

The eight companies making 
up the consortium are Britain's 
Anglo-Iranian, which developed 
and operated lIran’s industry 
alone until ex-Premier Moham- 
med Mossadegh nationalized its 
holdings in 1951; Standard of 
New Jersey, Standard of Cali- 
fornia, the Texas Co., Gulf Oil 
Co., and Socony Vacuum, all 
American; Royal Dutch Shell 
and Compagnie Francais de 
Petroles.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (UP) 
—The Senate Finance Commit- 
tee today approved a six billion 
dollar temporary increase in the 


275 billion debt limit. 

The committee acted after 
Secretary of the Treasury 
George M. Humphrey asked‘ 
for a 10 billion increase, half 
of it to be temporary. 

The committee, by a vote 
reported unofficially to be 9 to 
6, recommended that the 275 
billion statutory ceiling be per- 
mitted to rise “temporarily” by 
6 billion between the date Con- 
gress acts and next June 30. 
The same committee just a 
year ago rejected Humphrey's 
request for a permanent 15 
billion increase in the debt 
limit: 

The committee’s action today 
came as the national debt 
climbed to 274 billion—just a 
billion below the legal ceiling. 
By agreeing to only a “tem- 
porary” boost in the calling. the 
committee posed a challenge to 
the Administration to rold 
spending within federal income 
so that the federal debt will not 
evceed the present limit of 275 
billion at the end of the present 
fiscal year next June 30. 


The committee action, if ap- 
proved by the Senate and House, 
means that the public debt could 
rise as high as $281,000,000,000 
but must get back to the perma- 
nent $275,000,000,000 ceiling by 
next June 30. 

Senator Harry F. Byrd (Dem.), 
Virginia, told reporters he spon- 
sored the temporary increasep 
plan which was approved as an 
amendment to the 15 billion dol- 


lar increase bill approved by the 
House | year, but killed by 
the Senate committee last year 
in a fight led by Byrd. 

Byrd said the temporary in- 
crease will “make up the hills 
and valleys” which are created 
by heavy collections of corpora- 
tion taxes during the early 
months of each year. 

Chairman Eugene D. Millikin 
(Rep.), Colorado, did not disclose 
the vote, but he said he favored 
the Treasury's plan of a five bil- 
lion dollar permanent increase 
in the ceiling plus a five billion 
dollar increase effective until 
June 30.

clave. in turn, the Army of- 
fered to release 741 requisi- 
tioned homes in Bremen to Ger- 
man authorities. 

When police attempted to en- 
ter one of the requisitioned 
Bremerhaven dwellings late yes- 
terday, 40 occupants of the area 
stood them off with clubs and 
pitchforks. A detachment of 25 
policemen was forced to with- 
draw.

U.S. Commander Says They Woyld Be 


Threat to Communication Lines 
in Event of War.

TOKYO, Aug. 5 (AP) — The 
Russian Navy may have as many 
as 90 submarines in the Pacific 
area, Vice Adm. William Cal- 
laghan, commander of United 
States naval forces in the Far 
East. estimated today. 

“These submarines definitely 
would be a threat to maintaining 
sea lines of communication,” 

‘gaid the tall, gray-haired ad- 
miral, whose job would be to 
fight them in the event of war, 

“Russia has a total of 375 sub- 
marines,” Callaghan said in an 
interview, “and we feel it would 
be reasonable to expect that one- 
quarter of them are in the Pa- 
cific.” 

He estimated the Russian Pa- 
cific fleet also has 50 destroyers 
and two cruisers, but no aircraft |" 
carriers or battleships. 


“Submarine and air power are | 


their greatest threat, so far as 
Soviet capability is concerned,” 
Callaghan said. 

7500 Planes Estimated. 


Two weeks ago, Gen. Earle F. | 


Partridge, Far East Air Forces 
commander, said combined So- 
viet, Chinese and North Korean 
air forces had 7500 planes, most 
of them Russian.

And the Chief Ex- 
ecutive added he specifically 
called his nominee’s attention 
to the fact that the President 
was pledged against any action 
that tended to destroy it.

I wonder sir, whether you 
would tell us something of the 
negotiations and what the fu- 
ture of them seems to be. 

The President said that of 
course the second Reston had 
mhentioned the word atomic en- 
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man they wanted and he agreed 
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there was the possibility, the 
potentiality here, for a great in- 
crease in their standards of liv- 
ing of all kinds. Therefore, he 
didn’t propose to be defeated 
in this merely because the So- 
viets wouldn’t go along. 

Now it would take a little bit 
of doing, because one part of 
the plan would have to be aban- 
doned. Frankly, he hoped that 
through an arrangement like 
this, a practical arrangement, 
there would grow up a field in 
which we, with our enemies, at 
least in this cold war, could 
begin to talk decently and intel- 
ligently and_ constructively, 
rather than finding it necessary 
always to stand up and call 
names and create further divi- 
sion in the world. 

He thought this: that Amer- 
icans know that we are‘ peace- 
ful; they know that we have no 
desire to start the great cat- 
aclysm of war. They know that 
what we want for other people 
are merely the rights that we 
enjoy ourselves. But the job of 
getting other people to believe 
that was terrific, and we knew 
that the Soviets were spending 
literAlly billions in different 
kinds of propaganda, ranging all 
the way from commercial ex- 


hibits to every kind of prop- 


aganda, subversion and bribery | 


that they found to be effective, 

He thought we must be more 
imaginative in finding ways to 
combat it, and he thought fur- 
thermore we must be less nig- 
gardly when we do think we 
have a good way of meeting this 
thing—we should be less nig- 
gardly in going to do this thing, 
in doing it. 

America as a Partner. 
Permit him one more word. 


He thought we should talk less | 


about American leadership in 
the world, because we were try- 
ing to be a good partner. Lead- 
ership, if it is existing, should 
be acknowledged by others, be- 
cause as long as we attempt to 
look upon ourselves as we know 
the right answers; now, you get 
in with them, he thought that 
was poor psychology and poor 
psychological methods. 

We want to do what is right, 
what is just and what is decent, 
and try to get them going along 
because they believe in the same 
things. 

We, though, being the largest 
and the strongest of this ‘group 
of nations—we would hope that 
they finally would come to say, 
Well, we must have the United 
States, and to that extent the 
leadership became, let him say, 
implicit, rather than explicitly 
stated by ourselves, because he 
just didn’t think it was good 
business to be shouting about 
that all the time.

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Iranian Oil Accord a Triumph 
For West, Defeat for Russia 


Soviet Seizure of Country Year Ago Be- 
lieved Averted Only by Revolt in Which 
Mossadegh Was Jailed.

Mossadegh’s determination to 
block an oil settlement with Brit- 
ain had plunged Iran into bank- 
ruptey. The army and civil serv- 
ants had not been paid for 
months. The $100,000,000 de- 
rived annually from oil stopped 
when the oil fields and_refin- 
eries were nationalized. 


Mossadegh printed billions of 
worthless notes to maintain a 
financial facade over disaster. 
When the pro-Western Shah of 
Iran took over in last year’s civil 
strife, Iran was 17 billion rials 
($544,000,000) in the red. 


Chaos was just what the Rus- 
sians wanted. Their aim was to 
seize the country, use its oil, 
gain a warm water port ‘on the 
Persian gulf, and split the Mid- 
dle East. For these same rea- 
sons, the West could not afford 
to see Iran lost. More than dou- 
ble the size of Texas, it has a 
1000-mile frontier with Russia. 
Its rich oil lands lie astride land, 
sea and air routes from Europe 
to the Far East.

was promptly noticed on Capitol Hill. ‘Soon 
House conference committee restored about half 
of the reduction. The Sénate had.cut the pro- 
gram $500,000,000, which put it $800,000,000 
below the White House recommendation. 

If the President will look over the roll call on 
the final vote to pass the foreign aid bill in 
the Senate, he will see why informed observers 
are wondering if he realizes which party is giv- 
ing him the greater support in his vital foreign 
affairs tests in Congress.

The quickest glance at these figures shows 
that the President's party could not remotely 
have passed the foreign aid bill without Demo- 
cratic votes.

The 
G.O.P. performance was held back by the last 
ditch opposition of 15 Republicans who voted No. 

By contrast the Democrats voted 37.to 4 in 
favor of the foreign aid bill. Thus, while the 
Republicans supported the White House measure 
by less than 2 to 1, the Democrats backed it 
better than 9 to 1. 

This is the kind of political reality that makes 
so baffling President Eisenhower's unnecessary 
indorsement of Joseph T. Meek, Senator Doug- 
las’s opponent in Illinois. Mr. Meek,-Springfield 
lobbyist for 20 years, is opposed to foreign aid. 
He is so opposed to it in his speeches that Sen- 
ator Douglas has now invited Republican Sena- 
tor H. Alexander Smith of New Jersey to go to 
Illinois to tell voters that the President, the 
G.O.P. Policy Committee, the Foreign Relations 
Committee and Defense Department all are for 
the foreign aid program. Whether Senator 
Smith makes good on this extraordinary engage- 
ment, the campaign will have to tell!

Why would it not always be practicable to 
apply tthe. preference? Who would decide in 
any given instance whether it was practicable or 
not—and by what objective standards? That 
loophole—“where practicable”’—is big enough 
for the historic preference to public and non- 
profit systems to vanish through it entirely. 

Federal agencies other than AEC would be 
permitted to apply for license to generate atomic 
power, provided their own organic laws allowed 
them to do so.

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What Women Might Do for Traffic 


There has been a bit of fluster in the police 
department as to whether policewomen are more 
useful in checking juvenile delinquents or traf- 
fie violators. Since uniforms are not all that 
police commanders have in common with the 
military, orders are obeyed or else ... And so 
at least one policewoman soon will be on traffic 
duty. 

We hope that she is not. assigned merely to 
see whether parking meters show red or white. 
Being esteemed for orderliness, the sex might 
add a little sense to the present methods used 
by policemen to direct rush-hour traffic. It is 
obvious to a woman, we are sure, that it makes 
sense to permit a left turn by raising the left 
arm, a right turn with the right arm, and that 
traffic might be halted by facing it with both 
arms raised. Likewise with whistles: one blast 
for a left turn, two for a right, and three for 
a stop. 

We have just made up this set of signals out 
of our only slightly contaminated downtown 
air. Maybe the traffic experts have something 
much better in this line. We are willing to bet, 
however, that any policewoman would agree 
that the signals should be uniform, the same at 
all times. But a good many of the men now 
on traffic duty do not go along with this theory 
at all. Maybe they are creative souls who 
blanch at monotony. So they play whole arias 
on their whistles and wave their arms like ber- 
serk orchestra leaders. 

We sympathize with them. But it is rough on 


the motorist, especially if he fails to grasp the’ 


melody and is waved to the curb. If police- 
women on traffic duty introduce a new éim- 
plicity—no matter how monotonous and stale it 
may become—they will have scored another vic- 
tory in the battle of the sexes. And even male 
motorists will cheer. 

Of course the masculine police authorities 
could beat the ladies to this triumph. 
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Words No Longer Enough 

President Eisenhower says he intends to go 
on seeking a way to put his atomic energy pool 
into effect even without Soviet participation.

This has happened in some instances 
because people have been impatient of 
partial solutions and unable to contem- 
plate continued uncertainty.” 


Americans are impatient people. They 
want quick and final solutions. Many of 
them want to wipe out Communist sub- 
version absolutely and completely at 
home, regardless of the cost, and they 
want to end the threat of Communist ag- 
gression abroad—all at one swoop. 

These things just aren’t in the cards. 
In fact, the measures it would take to 
try to accomplish them would be so 
destructive of American life that we 
would have nothing left to fight for. 
Indochina is not a disaster. A disap- 
pointment, yes—to the British, to our- 
selves. and to the French. Even India 
seems moderately skeptical of what may 
come. about as a result of the cease-fire 
agreement. 

But this is not a “Munich.” It is only 
the best settlement the free world could 
get under the circumstances. The cir-

CONGRESS INQUIRY 
TV CURBS OPPOSED 


Senate Group Witnesses As- 
sail Proposals as Unfair 
to Public Interest. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP) 
-—Witnesses for major broad- 
easting companies urged Coh- 
gress yesterday to reject pro- 
posed restrictions on televising 
and broadcasting of Senate and 
House investigations. 

At a-public hearing before a 
Senate Rules subcommittee they 
aimed squarely at a variety of 
pending resolutions proposing 
steps ranging from a complete 
bar on television-radio coverage 
of hearings, to a prohibition 
against commercial sponsorship 
of such programs. To a man 
they also opposed a proposal 
that no witness who objects 
should be “televised, filmed or 
photographed.” There was no 
television or radio coverage of 
the hearing. 

Ralph W. Hardy of Washing- 
ton, vice president of the Asso- 
ciation of Television Broad- 
casters, assailéd the proposed 
curbs as “patently discrimina- 

and a partial abridgement 
of freedom of speech and of the 
press ... unfair, unsound and 
against the public interest.” 

Hardy said television should 
be allowed. to cover the sessions 
of the Senate. Present rules 
forbid: even spectators to carry 
cameras into the Senate gai 
leries.

Victory Over Flanagan Convinces Carter He'll Regain Title 


De Marco 
Match Is 
Sept. 22 


CHICAGO, Aug. 8 (‘(AP)— 
Jimmy Carter, fresh from a 
unanimous decision over clever 
Glen Flianagan, figures he's 
ready to become the first fighter 
to win the world lightweight 
ehampionship for the third time. 

The durable, 30-year-old New 
Yorker is scheduled to meet 
Champion Paddy De Marco at 
San Francisco Sept. 22. 

“This fight with Flanagan,” 
said Carter after his convincing 
but unsensational victory before 
national TV cameras at Chicago 
Stadium last night, “should help 
me against De Marco. 

“For one thing, I had to go 
a full 10 rounds tonight and I 
needed that. Then, Flanagan 
boxes a lot like De Marco but 
he’s much more clever than De 
Marco.” 

Carter complained that Flan- 
agan was “hard to hit.” 

But Flanagan, a product of 
St. Paul, Minn., felt enough of 
Carter’s blows to proclaim: 

“He's the next lightweight 
champion of the world.” 

Holding an icepack to a cut 
below his left eye—the only 
damage to eigher fighter, he 
added: 

“Carter's the strongest fighter 
I ever fought. His strength beat 
me.” 

The fight, for the most ‘part, 
resembled a huge wagonwheel, 
with Flanagan dancing in a cir- 
cle and jabbing in and Carter 
throwing his punches out from 
the hub.

Some Recipes Fit for a Buffet Supper 


By Hoyt Alden 


HE buffet supper presents 
an interesting study in cause 
and effect. The question be-

“Oddly enough, as the dining

him. When people eat all over 
everywhere, you've got to give 
them things they can handle. 
For instance, it’s all right to 
serve roast prime rib of beef, 
but it had sure as heck better 
be terfder..

It can be pre- 
pared ahead of time, it looks 
very impressive as it sits on the 
buffet, and you, as host, can look 
very impressive as you wield the- 
long knife, cutting succulent 
slices for your admiring guests 
Cook it this way: 

Get at least six ribs from the 
small end of the beef. Wipe 
with a damp cloth and rub with 
salt and pepper and a little 
flour. Put it in an open roaster

with the fat side up and sear it 
in a very hot oven, at least 425 
degrees, for close to an hour. 

Then 
reduce the heat to around 300 
degrees and continue roasting 
until it is as done as you want 
it. It should cook 18 to 20 min- 
utes a pound for a rare roast, 
22 to 25 minutes for medium, 
and 30 to 35 for well done. 
When it’s cooked to your satis- 
faction, take it out and let it 
stand for an hour in a warm 
place. 
Another good main meat for 
a buffet supper is a tender, 
juicy roast leg of lamb, but it 
ong be served piping hot to 
be at its best, There are many 
ways to prepare a leg of lamb, 
most of them good. But. here’s 
something a little different. 
Wipe it with a damp cloth and 
then squeeze a fresh lime over 
the meat and let it soak in for 
a few minutes. Cut a clove of 
garlic into four pieces and then 
cut four equally spaced shallow 
ashes in the fat side of the leg 


and put the pleces of garlic 
therein. 

Now rub the leg all over with 
salt and pepper. Put it on a 
rack in an open roasting pan 
with the fat side up. The fat 
side, in case you haven't roasted 
many legs of lamb, is the inside, 
not the outside or skin side. Put 
the meat in a 500-degree oven 
for half an hour, then bring the 
heat down rapidly to 300 de- 
grees and continue roasting, 
which means 30 to 35 minutes 
a pound for well done meat, and

Baleful’ goes back to the 
Anglo-Saxon bealoful which goes 
back to “bale,” calamity or mis- 
ery.

Baneful comes from the Old 
English bane, meaning destruc- 
tion, sure enough, but ultimately 
it is from the word for Mur- 
derer! This is the Anglo-Saxon

R story to the effect that “Com- 

munist technicians,” includ- 
ing Poles and Czechs, have been 
sent, under the 
United Nations 
technical assist- 
ance programs, 
to non-Commu- 
nist nations and 
paid out of the 
United States 
“= contribution, As 
ma result of this 
somewhat mis- 
leading impres- 
sion, the U.N, 
technical assist- 
ance board had 
to send out information explain- 
ing the facts. 

They did employ six Yugoslav 
experts last year but these were 
not paid out of the United States 
contribution. And seven techni- 
eal experts whose original na- 
tionality was Polish and Czech 
had been employed, but these 
were ail refugees residing in 
non-Communist countries, and 
most of them have either ac- 
quired or applied for other citi- 
zenship.

Protecting Children 


By Angelo Patri 


| HE statistics concerning accidents to children in their 
T homes are appaling. Children fall out of windows, fall 

into unguarded pools, burn themselves, cut themselves, 
fall downstairs. Some accidents are unavoidable. Parents 


cannot make prisoners of little children who must be 


active, must investigate everything in sight in order to 
grow in body and mind. But we must throw protection 


about them as far as possible and that is what we neglect 


te do sometimes. 


Busy people forget that children are quick in their 
movements and so do not safeguard them soon enough. 
A small child ig playing in another room while his mother 
is making soup in the kitchen. Turning toward the table 
for an instant the boiling pot is left unguarded, the handle 
outward. The child comes along and pulls the handle 
toward him and is scalded. 


x *&* * 

A MOMENT’S THOUGHT about the handle of that 
pot, the turning of it inward, and that accident could 
have been avoided. Always, always, whether a child is 
near or far away, turn the handles of pots inward, back far 
enough to make it impossible for a child to get hold of it. 

Containers of chemicals, any poisonous materials, 
should be placed beyond the reach of small children, out 
of their sight, Matches must be kept under cover, prefer- 
ably in a closed container. Sharp knives should be kept 
in their proper grooves and if they are hung on the wall, 
hang them where the children cannot reach them. Knives 
are a great temptation. So are scissors. 


i TO 

THEN WE HAVE the tragic accidents of the highway. 
Little children left to themselves are likely to run out 
into the road, Their balls bounce away from them. Without 
a thought of danger, they race out after a ball and a car 
hits them. Or they run ott from behind a parked car. 
Close supervision; day-by-day teaching, helps safeguard the 
little ones. The best way, when the children live on a 


traveled road, is to stay with them when they are at play, | 


or have some trustworthy person like Grandpa watch over 


them. 


Safety must begin at home. The likely-to-harm things 
must be put out of reach, medicines locked away, guns 
and knives safeguarded. Stairs must be guarded, with 
gates if necessary, Stoves and lighting fixtures have to 
be watched while children are: about. 

We do not want to rear timid children, but we would 
like to keep them alive, in sound health, and to that end 
take the necessary precautions without setting unwarranted

Perhaps it is because they have 
learned to live with the Russian 
bear brooding over them. Or 
it may be that they know the 
limitations of Russia's power 
more than the rest of the world. 
Or it could be that they have 
learned that fear in itself is of 
no benefit. 


I don’t know the reason for 
the absence of fear in these 
places. I am not too sure that 
it is justified—J only know that

I am amazed sometimes at the 
fear of the great American peo- 
ple. This lack of fear on the 
other side of the Atlantic may 
be due to the characteristic res- 
ignation of the European to fate.
